To Use Care in 
Cashing Checks 


Menlo Park Police Chief George 
Potter this week warned merchants 
to use caution in accepting personal 
checks. 

The warning came on the heels 
of an outbreak of ficticious checks 
and checks issued with insufficient 
funds. ' 
TAKES POLICE TIME 

“Our men have been spending 
too much time lately finding people 
who have been issuing these checks,” 
Chief Potter stated. “In the case of 
checks backed by insufficient funds, 
the persons writing them make res- 
titution most of the time, but our 
officers have other duties besides 
finding such individuals.” 

The task of finding the writers of 
ficticious check$ is harder, Chief 
Potter said, and in many cases is 
impossible. ; 

Many of the checks are written 
by persons who have been drinking 
and are for small amounts, the chief 
said, to cover the cost of more drinks 
or the cost of groceries or other 
necessities which the person in- 
volved intended to buy before he 
started drinking. 

OFFERS SUGGESTION 

Chief Potter made the following 
suggestions to merchants: 

1. Know your endorser. 

2. If you do not know your en- 
dorser, ask for valid indentification. 

Don’t cash checks for persons who 
obviously have been drinking.

Chinese Educator’s Family Reunited In Menlo Park 


To the Chi family, reunited re- 
cently in Menlo Park after a separa- 
tion of three years, experiences in 
embattled China are a closed chap- 
ter ... something not to be talked 
about. 

The Chis, six of them, have seen 
at first hand some of the long strug- 
gle between the Nationalist govern- 


ment and the Chinese communists. 
They prefer to talk about their new 
home in the United States and their 
future. 

Their plan is to school the four 
Chi youngsters for the diplomatic 
service, hence reluctance to talk a- 
bout affairs in their native land can 
be ascribed at least in part to diplo-

. and silent about it... were 
Chi’s wife, Tso-Fen Hsiao and the 
four children, Sze-Pei (Josephine), 
Yuan (Francis), Sheng (Frank) and 
Yun (Alice). 

The little group traveled from 
Tientsin to HongKong by ship, a 10- 
day trip. The husband and father 
had arranged reservations on a ship 
from HongKong to San Francisco, 
but a delay in obtaining visas held 
them up for six weeks in the crown 
colony. 

At this point the inflation of the 
Far East made itself felt. Cost of 
living was so high that, Rather than 
await new reservations aboard ship, 
the mother and children flew to the 
United States on a commercial air- 
liner ...and reunion was effected. 

The children now attend school 
here ... the girls at Encinal, the 
boys at Central. 

Despite some language difficulties, 
their father said, they enjoy school 
and find it vastly different from 
China where they were given little 
or no opportunity for recreation. 
They already have found themselves 
at an. advantage in the subjects of 
mathematics, history and geography. 

So now the Chis are settled to the 
American way of life, among friend- 
ly neighbors and looking to a bright 
future,

Menlo Park and vicinity will have opportunity Monday 
night to prove again that Hallowe’en can be made enjoyable, 
safe and harmless instead of an occasion for nocturnal prowl- 
ing that calls for extra police patrols and an accounting of 
damage the morning after. 

The observance got under way early. At mid-week, school 
children were busy painting windows of business firms in the 
annual contest sponsored by the Menlo Park Lions club, which 
offers some outstanding prizes for the sketchwork. This win- 
dow painting does no harm, since the paint is easily removed, 
and it takes care of a Hallowe’en custom dating back many, 
many years. 

The painting contest is but a part of the celebration. Clim-

Yet another activity, conducted by the combined P-TA’s of 
Ravenswood, Willow and Belle Haven, has attracted national 
attention.

VOTE ‘YES’ ON PROPOSITION ONE 


One of the best arguments advanced in favor of Proposition 
One on the Nov. 8 special election ballot is recent action of 
the San Francisco board of supervisors indorsing the proposal. 

San Francisco city and county does not stand to benefit by 
so much as a penny from approval of Proposition One, which 
would create a $250,000,000 state fund for the aid of smaller 
school districts that have reached the limit of their financing 
for new construction. 

The fund can be of considerable help in the future to such 
elementary school districts as Menlo Park, Ravenswood and Las 
Lomitas, situated as they are in a fast-growing area. While it 
is difficult to say at the moment whether these districts wilf 
actually make use of state aid should the proposition be pass- 
ed, the fund can become an important ‘‘backstop” if more con- 
struction is required without sufficient local financing. 

San Francisco’s supervisors, with no selfish interest involv- 
ed, went along with Proposition One because they recognized 
it will be for the benefit of neighboring areas. The board acted 
in the sound interests of the Peninsula and entire Bay area, 
which is dotted with small school districts. 

We strongly urge a ‘‘yes’’ vote on the proposal Nov. 8.

Graves pointed out that there 
are usually two types of councilmen. 
One considers the organized groups j 
having special interests in proposed 
issues, figures where the most votes 
lie, and casts his own vote accord- 
ingly. If he consistently guesses 
well, he is considered a great polit- 
ical leader. If his batting average 
is fair, he is entitled to be ranked 
as a politician. 

The other type votes his convic- 
tions as to what constitutes the best 
interests of the community regard- 
less of special groups and interests. 
He is considered honest and fear- 
less and seldom is reelected. 

Graves said that the public 

need was for councilmen following 
a middle course. The organized 
groups in the community should 
no more be ignored than they 
should be allowed to dictate coun- 
cil decisions. Councilmen should 
determine all the facts regarding 
an issue, obtain honest unanimity 
among themselves, and then bring 
an understanding of these facts 
to all the organizations in the 
community and the general public 
through personal contacts, news- 
paper articles, and conversations 
with representative persons in all 
sectors of the community. 

On special problems the council 
should go out and consult the peo- 
ple and not depend on the vocifer- 
ous special purpose delegations to 
the city council. The problem is to 
get more citizen participation in 
government without establishing 
numerous boards and commissions, 
for councilmen must obtain political 
support if they are to accomplish 
the objectives of democratic govern- 
ment.

MP Sanitary District Explains 
Reasons For New Sewage Plant 


Editor’s note: This is the first thousand. Today these same out- 
falls serve a population of some 
23,000. 

In short, these lines are old, bad- 
fy overloaded and must be replaced 
if this community is to continue to 
grow. Our means of disposing of this 
sewage leaves much to be desired, 
for our ‘sewage disposal plant” con- 
sists of the waters of San Francisco 
Bay. Anyone familiar with the aro- 
ma of the East bay waterfront 
knows that such means of disposal 
have definite drawbacks. 

Becoming alarmed at the increas- 
ing contamination of its bays, rivers 
and harbors, the government of Cal- 
ifornia in 1939 ordered every city, 
town and sanitary district that had 
not already done so to construct a 
sewage disposal plant. Acting on this 
order, the Menlo Park district board 
and its staff proceeded to lay ground- 
work “for a plant. Much has been 
done. The important matter of a 
site was decided upon and land 
purchased. Extensive studies of pop-
